Young Man ils. Himself in 
od Rome Slog 


FFT NOTE FOR AS FATHER 


Just Beforé Committing Suicide 
Young Lovelace Appeared Well 
ani Talked ~ Pleasantly 
(with Several of His 
Friends.

Rome, Ga., May 2%.—(Special.)—Chal- 
mers Lovelace, a young clerk in the Fer- 
hune-Nixon Company, came from dinner 
at 1 o'clock tcday, walked ton the second 
story and blew his brains out with a 33- 
caliher Ivers Johnson pistol. 

Lovelace went to his boarding house 
on Second avenug, at noon in company 
with Ed Morgan, a young man employed 
by the same firm. He did got appear 
unduly wrought up or excited and talked 
on many topics. Returning shortly be- 
fore 1 o’clock he remarked to Morgan: 

“Ed, I will not be with you all after 
tonight." 

Morgan paid no attention to the re- 
mark, because he thought the young fel- 
low. was only joking. Lovelace walke7 
int> thte store, and behind the counter. 
He took out a 38-caliber Ivers Johnson 
revolver, loaded it and went up to the 
second story. The negro porter was tp- 
stairs, and Lovelace sent him out on some 
pretext. 

He then lay ddwn near the head of the 
stairs, close to the elevator shaft, placed 
the revolver to his right temple and 
pulled the trigger. Those below heard 
the report, and hastened to the scene. 
Lovelace lay .convulsWely twitching. in 
the death agony, and expired without re- 
gaining consciousness. 

Sticking in his- vest was found a note 
saying: ; 

“Telegraph papa to come up on the 
evening train.’’ 

His father is T. J. Lovelace, a prominent 
merchant of Buchanan, Ga, 

No good reasons are ascribed for the 
act other tuan the young man is 
said to be heavily in debt. His 
accounts with the firm are perfectly 
correct. Lovelace was twenty-two years 
of age, and had been in Rome two years. 
He was a genial, jovial young iellow and 
never seemed to worry abdut an&hing. 

His remains were removed to an under- 
taking establishment. His father ar- 
rived this afternoon and will carry the 
body to Buchanan tomorrow. 


PRESTON FILES HIS ANSWER. 


Row Between Pkysician and South- 
westen Hospital Is Over: 

Richmond, Va., May 29.—(Special.)—The 
board .of directors of the Southwestern 
‘hospital met to resume the investigation 
of the charges preferred against Dr. Pres- 
ton, the superintendent. Counsel for Dr. 
Preston -filed: his: answer to the charges 
and specifications: contained in Dr. Sher- 
rill’s paper. This answer covered more 
than twenty pages. of typewritten paper. 
It went into all details-and in general was 
a broad denial of Dr. Sherrill’s charges. 

The answer, too, in substance, was a 
criticism of Dr. Sherrill’s course while the 
first assistant superintendent of the in- 
stitution. It contended that Dr. Sherrill 
himself was responsible for many of the 
things he charged to Dr. Preston. Dr. 
Preston denied that he purchased drugs 
improperly, and that he received idiéts 
and dements into the asylum, but took in 
only those who had been legally adjudged 
insane. 

The charges of gross negligence in ra- 
fusing to receive patients from the county 
jail is emphatically denied and Dr. Pres- 
ton states that he. took them all in hke- 
cording to the capacity of the asylum. He 
also denied that he refused to hold con- 
sultationg with the assistant physicians 
at the bedside of the patients, and char- 
acterizes the charges of morphine poison- 
"e a false and malicious, 

uch cases as are charged alon h 
line. are attributed by him to siierats 
own negligence. No poisons were left 
in the wards and all poisonous drugs were 
ordered to be kept out. 

Dr. Preston denies flatly that part of 
the drug room funds were appropriated 
to his own use, and he never knowingly 
employed a dishonest or disreputable ser- 
vant or nursé. He eXplained his duties 
and hours of work, and characterized as 
false the charge that he spent less than 
three hours dally at work. He also de- 
nied that he had been wasteful in the 
purchase of supplies and got the best food 
he could, . 

To the charge that rats had -attacked 
and mutilated. a patient, he explained 
that no such occurrence too Place to 
his knowledge. Dr. Preston a arges that 
Dr. Sherrill ‘was so careless and negli- 
Sent at his work that it became common 
talk in the asylum, that he remonstrated 
and reproved him several times, and 
ere 4 ad to report him to the executive 
boar This made Sherrill mad and he 
attempted to take vengeance by making 
false charges.

IN MEMORY OF GEN. GRANT. 


Statue at Washington Decorated by 
Grand Army Men. 
Washington, May 29.—The Grant statue 
in the rotunda of the capitol was the 
center of an affecting ceremony today 
when the women of the U. 5. 


| Grant Circle, Ladies of the Grand Army 


of the Republic, placed a wreath at the 
feet of the figure and sang America after 
a few moments’ remarks by several mem- 
bers of the Grand Army of the Republic 
who served with Grant. 

All of the flags on the executive build- 
ings heve been ordered at half mast to- 
morrow, following the usual custom on 
Memorial Day. This order applies to the 
white house as well as to other buildings, 
so that of necessity this sign of mourning 
will be displayed on the very day of the 
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Washington, May 29.—(Special.)—Rep- 
resentative E. B. Lewis, of Montezuma, 
arrived in Washington this morning and 
will stay here for two or three days look- 
ing after the interests of his constituents 
in the post, war and other departments. 
At the postoffice department he present- 
ed petitions for several new trial free 
delivery routes in his district and was 
much gratified at the results obtained. 
The postoffice officials promised to send 
an inspector to go over the proposed 
routes and report as to their accepta- 
bility. If a favorable report is made, all 
the routes will be established at once. He 
also looked after some minor matters 
connected With the postoffices and post- 
masters of his district. 

At the war department Mr. Lewis suc- 
ceeded in having two young soldiers from 
his district indorsed to be designated 
for examination as Heutenants in the 
regular army. These are George M. Holly 
and Hartman L. Butler, who are 4 pres- 
ent serving in the volunteer regiments 
in the Philippines. Mr. Lewis was as- 
sured that there is a good chance for 
these men being appointed as lieutenants 
if they stand the examination. The per- 
centage of failures in the examinations 
is very large and the applicants who suc- 
ceed and are designated by the president 
are appointed first. After this, the can- 
didates who take the examination with- 
out designation come next in line. Mr. 
Lewis inquired at the war department 
and when he found this out at once had 
his candidates designated by the presi- 
dent. 

Declares Tillman Will Win. 

Representative Lewis expressed himself 
as interested in the political fight now 
on in South Carolina and says in his 
opinion Senator Tillman will easily win 
out; however, not without a spirited fight. 
In his opinion, McLaurin has never had 
any real strength and the only reason 
he is so much talked of now is hecause of 
his adherence to the principles of the 
republican party. 


“My whole sympathy is with Senator 
Tillman in this fight,’’ said Representa- 
tive Lewis. ‘‘While at times he is an ex- 
tremist upon certain measures he is at 
least a true democrat.

here is no ~olitics‘in the supreme court,. 
and the people of 'the country take their 
decisions simply as the strict interpreta- 
tion of the law. Therefore, it is impossi- 
ble for any one to criticise their actions, 
but we can say that we are greatly dis- 
appointed with the decision. For my part 
I cannot understand how they came to 
the conclusions = did, and: in my opin- 
ion this will remain an open and much 
mooted question for many years to come. 
The republicans took the position upheld 
by the supreme court, but the democrats 
of the countr-- were pronounced in their 
opposition. The verv fact that the court 
decided this very important question by 
a bare majority of one shows that opinion 
is very much divided on the subject. I 
Say. therefore. that the democratic party 
will stand by its convictions and that the 
question will be much discussed in all 
political contests in this country for 
many years to come.’ 


Livingston Calls at War Department 

Representative Livingston called upot 
the secretary of war in behalf of Lieuten- 
ant Cleveland Willcoxon, who was recent- 
ly appointed in the regular army. Colo- 
nel Livingston urged the promotion of 
Lieutenant Willcoxon to the rank of cap- 
tain from the grade of second Ifeutenant, 
his present rank. The secretary exnlained 
that it was impossible to grant the re-

SUPREME. COURT THE CAUSE 


Congressman Discusses the Supreme 
‘Court’ Décision and Declares 
That the Government Can 
Be Badly Hurt 
by It. 


w 


‘Washington, May 29.—(Special.)—Repre- 
sentative Livingston, who visited several 
of the departments today in the interest 
of his constituents, says there !s serious 
talk among administration officials as to 
the necessity of an extra session of con- 
gress because of the confused condition 
of affairs in the Philippines as a result 
of the recent decisions of the supreme 
court. Colonel Livingston discussed the 
subject with the secretary of war and 
other members of the administration, and 
the impression prevails that the Spooner 
amendment to the army bill relative to 
the Philippines is not strong enough to 
protect the United States frqm free trade 
with the Philippines under the decision 
of the court. 

“I may be mistaken in my understand- 
ing of the decision,” continued Colonel 
Livingston, “but in my judgment and in 
the judgment of many of the ablest law- 
yers with whom I have discussed the 
Subject, there is nothing to prevent this 
country being flooded with the products 
of the Philippines and also with immi- 
grants from those countries notwithstand- 
ing our existing tariff legislation and a- 
migration laws. 

Spain Has Some Rights. 

“It must not be forgotten that under 
thé terms of the peace treaty Spain en- 
jovs certain rights in the Philippines for 
a period of ten years—the same as en- 
joyed by the United States. Under the 
decision of the supreme court, and in the 
absence of snecific legislation by congress, 
Spain is permitted to empty such of her 
products as she desires to unload upon 
the United States into the Philippine 
islands free of duty. These same goods, 
according to my understanding of the 
Supreme court's decision, may be import- 
ed into the United States duty free. 
China, Japan and other countries in the 
far east will have no difficulty in smug- 
gling their products into the Philippines 
and then reship them to.the United Statés 
and thus avoid raying the duty under 
th: Dingley law. 

“I ao not mean to be an alarmist,” 
added Colonel Livingston, “but a very 
serious condition confronts the business 
interests of the country. In six months’ 
time, before congress can assemble in 
regular session, irreparable damage may 
be inflicted upon this country by reason 


the Porto Rican case and its troublesome 
silence:in that case which might have 
thrown some light on the Philippine ques- 
tion. I am not anxious for an extra ses- 
sion of congress, but I believe it would 
~be wise, in view of the fact that the 
court imposes upon congress alone the 


tion, for the president to take immediate 
action in assembling congress before too 
great an injury is inflicted upon Ameri- 
can commerce. It is probable that de- 
signing foreigners are at this moment 
preparing to take advantage of the pres- 
ent condition of affairs to flood this coun- 
try with emigrants and foreign products 
by way of the Philippine islands. 


McKinley Likes Company. 


“President McKinley is not one of the 
presidents who fears to have congress 
on his hands. On the contrary, he seems 
to like to have congress share the re- 
sponsibility with him when he {ts con- 
fronted by tnese troublesome problems. 
In view of the uncertainty and the con- 
fusion which surround this subject, the 
public welfare demands that the admin- 
istration lose no time in trying to settle 
beyond question the practical effect the 
court’s decision should have upon the 
business interests of the country.”’ 

“What, in your judgment, would have 
been the effect upon the country had 
the principal decision of the court been 
against the government?” was asked. 

“Political and. commercial revolution 
and chaos,”’ replied Colonel Livingston. 
“It is difficult to estimate what the 
practical result would be,’’ he continued. 
“The republican party would nave been 
discredited, the credit of the government 
seriously impaired, great business in- 
terests, corporations and trusts would 
have been either demolished or crippled 
beyond repair; in fact, a blow would 
have been delivered at our institutions 
which would have startled the civilized 
world. The conditions were such that the 
court just could not decide against the 
government. There is no doubt in my 
mind but what the court had great dif- 
ficulty in deciding to sustain the govern- 
ment’s contention and at the same time 
avoid violating their oath of office in 
which they swore to support and defend 
the constitution. It is a very serious 
business and I am not surprised that 
the court hesitated so long before finally 
deciding as it did. Neither am I sur- 
prised that it refrained from committing 
itself on the ‘rnilippine question, as there 
are grave doubts in the minds of manv 
friends of the administration as to 
whether this government is in actual pos- 
session in the Philippines.”’ 

Old Story Told Again. 

To illustrate the court’s reluctance to 
pass upon the Philippine question, Colo- 
nel Livingston related a story. Several 
southern gentlemen were returning home 
from an unsuccessful day’s fishing. Their 
only catch was an immense bull mud tur- 
tle. They gave the turtle into the keep- 
ing of the negro boy who accompanied 
them and ordered him to hug it home. The 
turtle was placed in a bag and slung 
across the negro’s shoulder. One of the 
fishermen who was something of a ven- 
triloquist concluded to have some fun 
at the expense of the negro boy and the 
turtle. he ventriloquist, throwing his 
voice into the turtle, made it seem to 
Sav:

000 still due from . Charles ‘Broadway 
Rouss, of New York; other items bring 
the total resources of the’ organidation 
at the present time to $228,170. 

Appended to the report was a resolution 
that the mémbers of the memorial com- 
mittee be ordered to meet within ninety 
days in Richmond, Va.,.t0 make final 
arrangements for the laying of the corner 
stone of the battle abbey which is to be 
the great confederate memorial. The re- 
port. was, adopted and the resolution 
passed, 

On.motion of. General Walker, of South 
Carolina,. a committee of five was ap- 
pointed to extend the greetings of the 
United Confederate Veterans to the Sons 
of Veterans assembled in the Auditorium. 

General Horton, of St. Louis, a'member 
of the Sons of Veterans and a candidate 
for the position of commander of that or- 
ganization, was then given the floor for 
a short address, in which, speaking for 
the Sons of Veterans, he extended greet- 
ings to the veterans. | 

A resolution declaring that at’ 4:30 
o’clock in the afternoon the convention 
proceed to choose the location of the 
next reunion was adopted. 

There was a short delay waiting for 
the report of the committee on resolu- 
tions which was not entirely ready. A 
partial report was presented, however. 
The first resolution was that the con- 
gress of the United States be respectfully 
requested to make.sufficient appropria- 
tion for the care of confederate dead in 
the cemeteries of the north. 

The second resolution moved that 
thanks be extended to congress and to 
the president of the United States for 
the passage of the act approved June 
6, 1900, making an appropriation for the 
reinterment of the confederate dead in- 
terred in the National cemetery at Wash- 
ington. 

A second clause ‘asked that whenever 
a request for the dead of any confed- 
erate state be made by any state or or- 
ganized memorial association that they 
be restored to the care of their native 
state. 

All these resolutions. were reported 
unanimously by the committee on resolu- 
tions and were passed by the delegates 
without debate and with a cheer. 

As his gavel fell announcing the adop- 
tion of the resolutions, General Gordon 
said: 

“My comrades, at last I congratulate 
you that the day has finally come when 
foes as well as friends are ready to pay 
tribute to the valor of the men of the 
south.” 

MEMORIAL IS ASKED 
FOR SOUTHERN WOMEN 

General A. P. Stewart offered a reso- 
lution asking that all members of the 
United Confederate Veterans each give 
$1 for the purpose of erecting a suitable 
memorial to the women of the south—to 
commemorate the heroism shown by 
them during the: war. The motion met 
with great approval, and the delegate, 
who announced himself as “Jim Crow’’ 
from Louisiana, handed up the first dol- 
lar. tae. 

The money was commencing to pour in 
on General Stewart when General Gor- 
don interrupted him tv resume the regu- 
lar order of business to allow the read- 
ing of the report of the Jefferson Davis 
Memorial Association by Mrs. N. B. Ran- 
dolph, of Richmond, Va. The financial 
report of the association showed a total 
of cash in hand of $32,072, with outstand- 
ing subscriptions of $10,727. Mrs. Ran- 
dolph made an urgent appeal for more 
money. F | 

At the conclusion of the reading of the 
reports of the memorial association, Gen- 
eral Gordon rapped vigorously for order 
and announced that at last the hour had 
come for the holding of the sacred ser- 
vices in memory of that well loved 
daughter of the south, Winnle Davis. 

He introduced Rev. Dr. Perry, who de- 
livered an eloquent invocation. 

The prayer of Dr. Perry was intended 
for the memory of Miss Davis alone, al- 
though he included in its scope all the 
people of the south who love the cause 
of which Miss Davis was so powerful an 
advocate, and as the clergyman resumed 
his seat General Gordon announced that 
it was intended l\cewise to hold a sacted 
service in honor of the confederate dead 


of the war who perished in prison or on 
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the fiela of battle; no matter where his 
sacred ashes might lie, the prayers of his 
old comrades were intended for him in- 
dividually, as well as for the heroes of 
the south in the aggregate. 

“I thank God,” concluded the speak- 
er, “that at last the day springs from on 
high, breaking througn the clouds of na- 
tional ssion, has enabled our old foe- 
men the north to reaise at*last that 
the patriots of the south fought for the 
principles of constitutional freedom.’’ 

He then introduced Rev. George C. Har- 
Tis, of Mississippi, who spoke, at some 


‘length, extolling the people of the south 


as their character was revealed by four 
years of war. 

The memorial exercises were closed by 
@& prayer delivered by Chaplain General 
Jones, of the veterans’ association. 

General Gordon then announced that 


General A. P. Stewart, of Chattanooga,,. 


had been appointed treasurer. of the fund 
to raise a memorial to southern women, 
and that all subscriptions for that pur- 
pose be sent to him. 

The commander then presented Miss 
Myrtle Stouffer, the granddaughter of 
General ‘“Dick’’ Taylor, and Miss Mar- 
guerite Beauregard, granddaughter of 
General G. P. T. Beauregard. Both ladies, 
who reside in New Orleans, were recéived

The convention then adjourned to 8 


When General Gordon called the after- 
noon session of the confederate veterans 
to order at 3 o’clock the report of the 
historical committee was submitted, and 
after reading was immediately unani- 
mously adopted. The report stated that 
the chief and probably oniy impediment 
to the preparation and reception of a 
history impartially dealing. with both 
sides of the war ig prejudice. The report 
continues: 

‘Probably the generation now passing 
away will never completely outlive the 
prejudices engendered by the war, and 

contentions and misappr ¢ 
which led to. it. oe 

‘The estrangement between the north 
and south had its origin in physical and 
climatic conditions, and natural différ 
ence in life and social structure. The 
time was when. both sections engaged 
chiefly in the pursuit of farming and both 
employed slave labor. This homogeneity 
as to interests and labor was interrupted 
by the climatic conditions, which, in 
course of time, made commerce and man- 
ufactures, with free labor, profitable in 
the north, and agriculture, with slave la- 
bor, profitable in the south. Therefore 
leconomic, not moral, forces abolished 
Slavery in the north.and established it 
in the south. Thus natural conditions 
fixea upon the ‘north and south distinct 
and diverging systems of interest and 
labor, and these played an important role 
in all the troubles that. ensued. 

“The passions and prejudices aroused by 
the war threatened to implant sectional 
animosities which time could never heal. 
With the Anglo-Saxon race the embers 
of disinterestedness may smolder for a 
season, but sooner or later they will 


‘blaze forth and consume the dross by 


which they are stifled. We southern peo- 
Ple once .regarded Abraham Lincoln as 
one. of the most despicable creatures that 
ever lived. Now, while we do not tmdorse 
the policy which he pursued, we honor 
him for his unquestioned sincerity, pa- 
triotism and ability. On the other hand 
the people of the north once re arded 
Jefferson Davis as the incarnation of 
selfishness and disloyalty. Now, wherever 
disubused of prejudices they regard him, 
using the language of one of their ablest 
scholars, as one of ‘the purest, ablest 
most patriotic and most consistent of 
American statesmen.’ ”’ 


GENERAL JOHN B. GORDON 
IS STILL COMMANDER. 


After the adoption of the report eamc 
the election of officers. The name _ of 
General John B. Gordon was plated be- 
fore the convention and instantly some- 
body shouted: 

**Let’s make his re-election unanimous.”’ 

With a mighty burst of voices, ‘‘aye’’ 
thundered through the hall. 

*“Let’s rise and do it again,’ came a 
voice and with one accord the conven- 
tion rose, and, with hats swinging in the 
air, ‘“‘aye’’ again thundered, 

With the same thunderous unanimity 
the re-elections followed of Lieuttnant 
General W. L. Cabel, of the trans-Mis- 
sissippi department; Lieutenant General 
8S. D. Lee, of the army of Tennessee, and 
Lieutenant General Wade Hampton, of 
the army of northern Virginia. 

Immediately there were calls for 
speethes and General Gordon responded 
by saying: 

“My comrades, you*must allow this 
trembling heart of mine to express its 
sentiments. I love you, my comrades, I 
love you more and more as the years go 
by and the brightest hope that I have on 
earth is that you shall be my associates 
in the world to come. God bless you. I 
am yours now; yours while I live, and, 
I trust God, yours through all eternity.”

“I stand here in his name to tell you 
that no confederate veteran was ever 
truer to the cause that you immortalize 
than is Wade Hampton, and in his waning 
years his heart turns. to you as to no other 
men within the tide of time. In his name 
I thank you for the fenewal of confi- 
dence in that great South Carolinian, 
Wade Hampton.’ 

At the conclusion of these speeches the 
veterars arose and chéered the re-clected 
cfficers to the echo. 

A-mction was unanimously carried that 
the convention tender its appreciation to 
Adjutant General Moorman for his zeal- 
ous efforts in contributing to the success 
of the reunion. This was followed by a 
cell for a speech and General Moorman 
said: 

“I am only a subordinate. My chief 
speaks for me. Eiwerything he says I 
indorse and ‘what I do he indorses and 
that is honor enough for me in this 
world.”’ 

General Gordon, a smile playing over 
his countenance, interjected: 

“IT want to say that while I am ‘boss’

A resolution from the committee on es- 
olutions was presented to the convention 
and adopted ‘‘that neither the general 
commanding nor the department of di- 
v‘sion commanders, nor any official of 
this association, nor ‘our host,’ shall have 
the right to invite anyone ta a confederate 
veterans’ reunion other than confederates; 
this right shall rest alone with the deie- 
gates in convention assembled: and to 
amend section 1 of article 2 of the by-laws 
tc read after the word ‘‘federation:” 

“Such reunions to be held only at voints 
in thore states which furnished bodies of 
troops to the conféederate army.”’ 

A resolution was adopted objecting to 
doctors who served through the war be- 
ing addressed as ‘‘general,” “lieutenant 
colonel’’ or ‘“‘colonel;” that they were 
known only as ‘captains’ or ‘‘majors’’ 
during the war and ‘should so be desig- 
nated now. 

A resolution was adopted :that {it be 
urged aS a sacred duty upon each camp 
of confederate veterans that each mem- 
ber subscribe at least $1 for the erection 
of'a suitable monument to the memory of 
Jefferron Davis. 

DALLAS IS SELECTED 
FOR NEXT REUNION 

Several other resolutions of minor im- 
portance were offered and -adopted and 
then came the contest for the next meet- 
ing place of the convention. Mrs. Kate 
Cabel Curry, of Dallaseé Tex., the daugh- 
ter of General Cabel,’-Was- ushered to thé 
front of the rostrum,by~General Gordon 
and extended°a hearty“invitation to the 
convention frem Dallas: She bore a mez- 
sage from Governor Sayers urging that 
the convention celect Dallas as its next 
meeting place. Mrs. Curry was’ followed 
by General Bennett H. Young, of Louis- 
ville, who not only extended an invitation 
from that city but insisted that inasmuch 
as the heavy rains during the confederate 
reunion there prevented Louisville from 
appearing at. her best and greatly limit- 
ing the entertainment features the con- 
vention should be held there next year 
end permit Louisville another opportunity 
to entertain it. 

Instantly there were cries of ‘‘Dallas"’ 
and these brought the Louisville advo- 
cates to their feet with shouts for that 
city. General Gordon rapped for order. 
but he was not heeded. The cries drown- 
ed out all else and it was some time be- 
fore order could be restored. An effort 
to select the meeting place by viva voce 
vote failed and it was necessary to vote 
by divisions. This resulted in much cun- 
fusion and all the while Dallas supporters 
were vieing with Lcvisville supporters in 
speeches for their respective cities. Af- 
ter an hour of tumult the vote was finally 
counted, resulting: 

Dallas, 1,263; Louisville, 1,046, 

General Young then moved that the 
vote fcr Dallas be made unanimous, 
which was done with a thunderous ac- 
clamation.

That company 
heretofore has always fought every at- 
tempt we have made to cross their 
tracks and in severa) cases we have had 


to pay them good round sums for what 


they termed ‘interference.’ It was all 
a plan to delay the building of our line. 
If we are forced to take the other side, 
it will necessitate making changes in 
plans, and we shall have to order other 
material. This could not be received in 
less than eight or ten weeks. We have 
gone ahead and built the line, as we be- 
lieved, with as little trouble to the other 
company. as possible.”’

ACTION OF HER CONVENTION

MRS. MARY B. EDDY SUED 
FOR LIBEL BY EX-DISCIPLE 
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Boston, May 28.—The preliminary trial 
of the suit of Josephine A. Woodbury, of 
this city, claiming $150,000 damages from 
Mrs. Mary Baker Eddy, of Concord, N. 
H., founder of the Christian Scientists, 
for libel, has begun in the suffolk county 
superior court here today and according 
to the statements of the different counsel 
it may last three weeks. The suit was 
brought by Mrs. Woodbury on the ground 
that two years ago Mrs. Ed4y in a mes- 
sage to the First Christian Science 
church here, which was read four times 
and afterwards published in a local pa- 
per, had referred to Mrs. Woodbury 
when she used the words: 

“The doom of the Babylonish woman 
referred to in the book of Revelations is 
being fulfilled.’’ 

Previous to this Mrs. Woodbury had 
been excommunicated by the Christian 
Science church. 

In her answer Mrs. Eddy admits that 
the particular address was ' delivered on 
the days and at the times named in the 
declaration of the plaintiff, but declares 
that neither Mrs.Woodbury nor any. other 
human being was. meant by the term 
“Babylonish woman,’’ the phrase being 
simply used to describe a type of sin: 


Mrs. Woodbury was present in court 
today, but Mrs. Eddy did not appear, her 
deposftion having been taken for intro- 
duction in the case as evidence. 

The courtroom was crowded with 
spectators when the case was called, 
while several hundred men and women 
clamored .in vain for admission. 

Mr. Peabody said that a large number 
of the witnesses in the court for the de- 
fense believed in Mrs. Eddy as a marvel- 
ous woman, second only to Christ, and 
that they be excluded from the court- 
room. Judge Bell refused to grant Mr. 
Peabody's request. 

Attorney Peabody read a letter pur- 
porting to have been addressed to Mrs. 
Woodbury by Mrs. Eddy in which Mrs. 
Eddy complained that she had been un- 
justly treated by Mrs. Woodbury. Mrs.

AMERICAN EXPANSICA 
IS ALARMING. EUROPE 


That’s the View Taken in London, 
but It Is Also Said That the 
World Will Gain Some- 
thing by the  De- 
cision. 


London, May 29.~-“The world at large 
stands to gain something by this momen- 
tous desision by which congress may de- 
vise for the dependencies a form of gov- 
ernment outside the American constitu- 
tion,” says The. Westminster Gazette to- 
day discussing the United States supreme 


‘court's judgment. 


“Without the decision,” continues The 
Westminster Gazette, ‘the United 
States government would have been un-. 
able to adopt a more liberal trade policy 
cutside of America than within without 
deranging the whole of their continental 


fiscal system. 

“The relation of America to Europe and 
the world is profoundly modified by the 
new departure. Colonies mean a navy, 
a navy means naval bases and coaling 
stations and nav&l beses are insecure 
unless they are backed up by the posses- 
sion of land. This ‘s the logic of imperial- 
ism, and it may lead the Americans as 
far as it has led us. Moreover by step- 
ping outside their continent the Americans 
undoubtedly weaken the force of the 
Monroe doctrine. There is a certain rec- 
iprocity in the present arrangement to 
conciliate Europe to her exclusion from 
South America, but if the United States 
plunges into world politics equipped with 
a strong navy and an American canal, 
enabling it to concentrate on either ocean, 
she can hardly claim to compete on the 
‘principle which limits liability while put- 
iting no limit on her expansion. 

‘The entrance of the United States on 
the scene as a world power is aiready 
regarded as a highly disturbing factor by 
the European chancellories. The new de- 
parture makes it more important than bde- 
fore for the British and Americans, by all 
possible means, to keep on good terms 
with each other and settle by friendly 
negotiation all outstanding differences.”

New York, May 29.—A. H. Leslie, of 
Pittsburg, presided at the second day’s 
session of the Association of Police 
Chiefs. The committee on membership 
made its report and the remainder of the 
session was spent in the reading of pa- 
pers. 

Chief Wiley Williams, of 
Ga., read a paper on ‘“Valor.”’ 

Chief Murphy, of Jersey City, spoke of 
the criminal classes and the difficulties 
in the way of dealing with them. He 
was opposed to the ‘‘third degree’’ and 


Columbus, 


forced from a man arrested for crime. 

Chief Svivester, of Washington, D. C., 
urged on the association the necessity 
of the passage by congress of the Dill 
providing for the establishment of a na- 
tional department of identification. 

Chief Deitsch, of Cincinnati, read a 
long paper on police organization and 
discipline, the prevention of crime and 
the treatment of criminals. The paper 
discussed the question of the social evil 
and favored localization and careful con- 
trol. 

Chief Deitsch, referring to money paid 
for police protection, said: 

“A man who profits in this way is noth- 
ing less than a common loafer. He should 
be publicly disgraced and ‘sent to the 
workhouse. A poor devil who steals to 
Satisfy his hunger or to keep his family 
from the workhouse is far superior.’’ 

This statement started a ripple. Chief 
Jansen, of Milwaukee, jumped to his feet 
and moved “that this portion of Colonel 
Deitsch’s paper be not read: that it be 
discussed in executive session or spread 
upon the minutes without -reading.”’ 

Somebody seconded the motion and 
Chief Kiely, of St. Louis, protested. ‘‘T 
object,’”’ he said. ‘‘We cannot dodge the 
Subject. It is not fair. I should like to 
hear all Colonel Deitsch has to say.” 

Chief Jansen argued that there was 
precedent for his motion, as in Cincin- 
nati a couple .of years ago a like ad- 
dress was included in the minutes, but 
not read. 

Chiefs Quirk, of Philadelphia; Cassidy. 
of Elmira, and Hill, of Chattanooga, all 
spoke in favor of a continuation of the 
paper and Chief Leslie. the presiding 
officer. decided that Colonel Deitsch 
should proceed. 

Deputy Police Commissioner Devery, of 
New York, followed, but before he could 
begin speaking Chief Williams, of .Co- 
lumbus, -Ga., presented him with $2,700 
in confederate bills. Devery’s paper was 
on the tracking of criminals. Commts- 
Sioner Henschaw, of Cincinnati, read a 
paper on the police of London. 

The convention adjourned to 10 a. m. 
Friday.

SUPREME COURT’S DECISION. 


New York Herald, indenendent: Thea dér'sian 
asserts the broad principle that the consti- 
tutfon does not follow the flag to newly-acauir- 
ed nossese{ox1s or apply to American territorv 
until expressiv extender by congress. It can 
hardly be said that either the eourt or the 
country {fs to be congratulated. on a- decision 
which four of:its members say ‘‘ororthrows 
the baeis of our conatitutional law and asserts 
that the states, and not the’ peonle. created 
the government.’’ As Chief Justice Fvller de- 
clares in the dissenting opinion of the minority. 
"The source of national power in this countrv 
is the constitution of the United States, and 
the government as fo our internal affairs pos- 
sesses no fnherent sovereign power not derived 
from that f{nstrument and inconsistent with 
its letter and spirit.’’ That was the view of 
Marshall, the greatest expounder of the consti- 
tution. and it must be the view of all those 
who. believe that the constitution was Intended 
by its framers to be supreme and govern pres- 
ident and congress wherever the flag floats and 
the sovereignty of the United States extends. 

New York Sun, republican: In the most 
pregnant decision rendered by the supreme 
court since the period of the civil war, that 
tribunal has now refused to grant an injunc- 
tion against American progress. during the 
twentieth century along the lines indicated 
by the events of 1897 and pursued up to this 
time by the American congress and the Amer- 
ican executive. 


Baltimore Sun, democrat: This decision will 
give great comfort tai the protectionist advo- 
crats of the expansion policy, who feared that 
the tariff wall between the United States and 
its dependencies would not be allowed to stand 
by the supreme court.

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Work on the viaduct is progressing 
steadily and soon the structure will begin 
to take shape. The foundations for all of 
the steel columns supporting the ninety- 
foot span across the tracks are ready, 
excepting one. 

These piers are sunk twelve feet deep 
into the ground and are eight feet square. 
forming a solid block of concrete. 

This concrete bed, made of ballast, ce- 
ment and sand, is a well nigh indestruct- 
ible foundation. In the process of laying 
it the composite substance is firmly tamp- 
ed down at every three inches of its 
depth, packing it absolutely solid. It 
takes twelve laborers a whole day to lay 
one of these pier foundations. This bed 
seat is capped by a granite block four 
feet square and eighteen inches deép, 
upon which rest the steel supports. 

Work ‘on the north approach will go on 
first and the entire Peachtree side of the 
structure will be completed before the 
south side is toyched. The ninety-foot 
Span across the tracks will be the last 
thing built. 

Steel work for the Peachtree end will 
arrive the first of next week. Being 
shipped from Brooklyn and coming by 
both water and rail, it has been late in 
arriving. The steel work for the south 
approach has not yet been shipped. 

Whitehall and Peachtree streets along 
the line of the viaduct construction pre- 
sent a very torn up and deserted appear- 
ance. Whitehall street from near the cor- 
ner of Alabama to the railroad tracks i 
closed to traffic and also to pedestrians

are first being torn down. Story by story 
these. old landmarks are disappearing. 
only their gaunt open casements and 


scarred bare, walls silhouetted against the 
sky now remaining like sentinels of the 
old guard. The opposite side of the 
street presents a busy thoroughfare, be- 
ing an over-congested point of passage 
across town just at this time. The stores. 
along the way are vacant, but the work 
of demolition has not yet begun. 

On Peachtree street a similar condition 
prevails, the west sidewalk remaining 
qpen, while the Peters block on the east 
side is fast coming down. Next week it 
will be entirely removed. 

For a distance of 100 feet from the 
Marietta street corner the viaduct will 
be exactly like an_ordinary street; being 
filled in underneath with earth. Retain- 
ing walls will run along the. sidewalk, 
giving a firm support and traversing the 
street there will. be a solid abutment four 
feet thick. From this point extending on 
toward the railroad the basement stories 
of buildings fronting the viaduct will 
have an entrance from underneath. Ex- 
cavations for this wall have already been 
made and some interesting features have 
come to light. Three different sets of 
sewer pipes show various stages of the 
city’s growth. First the old rock culvert, 
which was done away with years ago, 
was replaced by a twenty-four inch terra 
cotta pipe. Last fall a large 2x3 foot 
brick sewer was laid seventeen feet un- 
derground. To this main trunk sewer con- 
nections for the new buildings along the 
street are now being made. The depth

An interesting landmark unearthed by 
viaduct excavations is an old well which 
used to stand on the east side of Peach- 
tree street midway between Marietta 


street and the tracks. Old residents will 


remember that this was at one time a 
town pump before the war. It stood 
right in front of what w then Taylor’s 
drug store. In the good old days At- 
lanta’s townspeople could stop right at 
the edge of the Kighway and draw a cool 
refreshing dtaught 8f Water free as the 
air—which is more than .any thirsty but 
impecunious soul can do nowadays, 

Beside the puolic pump this well used 
to furnish one of the cisterns for the fire 
department. It.was a volunteer company 
in those days, Colonel Robert Lowry. be- 
ing at the head of it. It included among 
many others Sam Inman, William Tul- 
ler, Mr. DeSausure, Mr. Sterchi; Mr. Me- 
Waters and Edward McCandless. They 
didn’t have steam engines then, so they 
had to get up the water out of these cis- 
terns by a hand engine,. The hook and 
ladder station was-on Pryor street, No. 
1 station where the’ English-American 
building now stands, No. 3 station where 
the Prudential building is now and others 
in various parts of the town. 

During the war the old well was 4dis- 
continued and later it. was bricked over. 
It is probably only about twenty feet deep 
as that part of the town was quite low 
and marshy at that time. 


TWICE ACROSS CONTINENT 


President McKinley and His Party 
Have Traveled. 


Tcurists Reached Washington Early 
This Morning—Mrs. McKinley 
Continues To Improve. 


Pittsburg, Pa., May 29.—When the presi- 
dent and his party end the long trip 
across the continent upon their arrival at 
Washington témorrow morning they wi¥ 
have been gone thirty-two days and ‘will 
have traveled approximately 6,675 miles. 

The last day of the homeward journey 
was a ride across the president’s native 
state of Ohio. Only four stops were 
made, the longest at Canton, the presi- 
dent’s home town, where the train re- 
mained for twenty minutes to give Mrs, 
McKinley an oppoftunity to see her sister, 
Mrs. M. C. Barber, and her niece, Miss 
Ida Barber. Quite a number of the pres- 
ident’s old friends and neighbors were 
at the station, and they were overjoyed 
to learn from the president’s own lips 
that Mrs. McKinley’s improvement had 
continued slowly but steadily. Her sis- 
ter was with her until the train left, 
and her niece remained aboard. The lat- 
ter will go to Washington; and with her 
sister, Miss Mary Barber, who accom- 
panied the party to the Pacific coast, 
will be the guest of Mrs. McKinley at the 
white house until she is able to return 
to Canton. Many of the stations along 
the line of the road through Ohio were 
decorated with American flags. 

At Lima, the first stop in the state, the 
school children were given a half holi- 
day to permit them to go to the depot 
to see the president. Mrs. McKinley had 
a@ very comfortable day. It had been 
raining in Ohio for several days, and 
there was no dust or heat to make the 
journey oppressive.

Washington, May 29.—The department 
of state has been informed reliably that 
the Chinese government has issued a& de- 
cree agreeing to pay an indemnity of 450,- 
000,000 taels, equivalent to about $337,000 at 
the present rate of exchange. It is known 
now that the whole subject of indemnity 
will be closed up before the end of the 
present month. If that is not done, and 
evacuation is not under way on a large 
scale, then the Chinese government must 
be assessed 1,000,000 tales each day after 
June ist, to compensate the powers for 
‘the maintenance of their military forces 
in China. 

The United States government has not 
taken part in the selection of a military 
commandant to succeed Field Marshal 
Count von Waldersee in the supreme 
command at Pekin. Having dispensed 
with our military force in China, the 
United States is not concerned in the per- 
sonality of the military. chief. Our lega- 
tion guard will not owe allegiance or obe- 
dience to any foreign commander, but 
will be answerable solely to the United 
States minister or charge. In the event 
of common peril the several legation 
guards may unite for the commoh defense 
in which case they may select their own 
leader, as they did during the defense 
of the legationers last year.

deavor to secure control of the $10,000 de 
posit fund of the Manhattan Fire In- 
surance Compeny now in the custody of 
State Treasurer R. DB. Park. So far as 
is known thax $10,000 constitutes the only 
assets of the company in Georgia. : 
' Should that be the object of the receiver 
for the company, 
through Attorneys Felder and Rountree, 
there is a chance/ for a pretty contest 
between the state and the United States 
courts. 

The order of Judge Newman does not 
specifically. mention that deposit fund, 
but it requires the receiver to give bond 
for $20,000, just double the amount of the 


fund with Treasurer Park. 
In the next place the defendants in the 


ancillary bill filed in the United States 
court for the recetver are in <he main 
those creditors of the defunct insurance 
company who have brought suits in the 
state courts or who have filed claims 
against this deposit fund in the state 
treasurer's hands. ‘I'hese defendants aré 
Sumter Cogswell, the company’s state 
agent, F. A. Lipscomb, CC. V. and M. L. 
Corbine, R. L, Bettingfield, R. N. Fickett 
Paper Company, J. J. & J. E. Maddox, 
§. E. Townsley, John W. Hall, Inman, 
Smith & Co., Mrs. F. M. Hall, Edith E. 
Powers and J. L. Riley & Co. 

Judge Newman’s order concludes with 
the following sweeping provision: 

“Ana 4t is’ further ordered, adjudged 
end decreed that the creditors named, 
and all other creditors of the said Man- 
hattan Fire Insurance Company, of New 
York, and all other persons except the re- 
ceiver hereby appointed, be, and they are 
hereby enjoined and restrained from sell- 
ing, disposing of, or in any wise inter- 
fering witl, the property or effects of the 
defendant, or any part thereof, and from 
enforcing or undertaking to enforce, any 
lien on such property or effects or any 
part thereof, and from bringing, insti- 
tuting or proseeuting any action, suit or 
proceeding at law or in equity against 
gaid compary or its assets.”’ 

Deposit Fund Is Safe. 

Comptroller General Wright speaking of 
the mstter said yesterday that the de- 
pesit fund of $10,000 is safe to the Geor- 
gia creditors of the company, no matter 
what action the receiver may take In any 
court. : 

This deposit fund, he said, cannot be 
considered a part of the general assets 
of the company, becavse it was placed 
with the state treasurer for “the protec- 
tion of a particular class of creditors of 
{he company, némely—those who reside in 
Georgia. : 

“That fund,” said the comptroller gen- 
eral, ‘“‘will have tobe disposed of for the 
benefit of the Georgit creditors as the 
Georgia laws provide. It was placed there 
in conformity with law, and it can be 
pajd out only in conformity with that 
law, no matter how many receivers might 
be appointed to take charge of it. I do 
not know anything of the proceedings that 
have been instituted in the United States 
court, but nothing that can be done can 
impair the rights of the Georgia creditors 
to their interest In that fund.” 

Under the laws of the state requiring 
the deposit of the $10,000 the money will be 
held ty State Trecsurer Park until the 
state courts have adjusted all the litiga- 
tion in connection with the matter. The 
bonds will then be sold and the money 
paid out in accordance with the orders of 
the state courts. It is said that the re- 
ceiver for the company can, under no cir- 
cumstances, touch this fund, and !t is not 
thought that. even the state courts can 
appoint a receiver for it until all the 
litigation with reference to it has been 
finally adjusted. : 

Under these circumstances it will be in- 
teresting to know just’ what will be the 
cutcome of the litigation in the United 
States Court. All the parties named in the 
bill as defendants have put fn claims fora 
portion of the fund in the state treasurer’s 


posression, and so far as in known the 
company has absolutely no other assets in 
Georgia. It would seem, therefore, that 
the bill filed tn the United States court 
is aimed at this fund.

Justice Gildersleeve, in the New York 
_ Supreme court, Monday décided that the 
enti-scalping law passed by the state leg- 
islature this year # unconstitutional. The 
Justice said that while it is unusual for a 
Special term of the supreme court to pass 
on the constitutionality of a law, it will, 
Mevertheless, not enforce laws which are 
manifestly invalid. 

The decision is the result of habeas cor- 
pus proceedings instituted in behalf of a 
man named Charles Weil, who was ar- 
rested for selling a ticket to a man named 
Jones over a certain railroad at a cut rate 
and against the provisions of jaw. In his 
decision Justice Gilaersleeve says that 
Weil was arrested and committed for sell- 
ing a railroad ticket wfthout the authority 
of the railroad issuing jt and in vio'ation 
of chapter 659 of the laws of 1901. This 


- law prohibits al] persons except employees 


or agents of a railroad from selling tick- 
ets over the road except specifically 
authorized to do so by the railroad. The 
provisions of the new law, says Justice 
Gtldersleeve, are almost identical with 
the provisions of the law of 1897, which 
the court of appeals declared tinconsii{- 
tutional. In effect, says Justice Gilder- 
sleeve, the law of 1897 end the new law 
are the same,
